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Giannis Vasos spearheaded the ‘‘post-An- 
dreanopoulos”’ era at Olympiakos. 


Giannis Andreanopoulos 
had quit earlier and in 1931, 
his brother Girogios also 
hung up his boots. 


Vasos, a short but well- 
built forward, was born in 
Smirni. ln 1922, when Turkey 
took over that area, he and 
his family left as refugees In a 
small boat, 


He started soccer with 
Apollon of Drapezona.

Olympiakos officials saw 
him there and signed him up 
in July, 1931, when he was 
18-years-old. 


His first game for Olym- 
piakos was 3s “friendly” 
against Atromitos. He scored 
three of the four goals jn 
Olympiakos’ 4-1 victory, and 
thus earned the right to re- 
place the great Girogios An- 
dreaopoulos on the forward 
line. 


Vasos became the super- 
star of Olympiakos. “The Fox” 
was his nick-name. 


He performed his most 
memorable*feat in a game 
against - Panathinaikos on 
June 12, 1938. 


Panathinaikos was lead- 
ing 4-0 at the 59-minute 
mark. Then Vasos cut 
loose, scoring four goals to 
tie the game 4-4. 


Vasos also played 14 times 
for Greece. 


And he was a driving force 
in one of the most successful 
periods of Olympiakos’ his-

Olympiakos and Eth- 
nikos always reached the 
Piraeus final because they 
had virtually no opposi- 
tion, so in 1930-31, it was 
decided to start a national 
league to raise the overall 
standard. 

Eight teams formed the 
new league — Pan- 
athinakkos, AEK and Apol- 
fon of Athens; Aris, PAOK 
and traklis of Salonika and 
Olympiakos and Ethnikos 
of Piraeus. 

In its first match, Olym- 
piakos beat Iraklis 3-1, 
with two goals by Dinos 
Andreanopoulos and one by 
his brother Leonidas. 

Leonidas, Giorglos and 
Vassili Andreadopoulos 
shared the goals In the next 
match — a 3-0 victory gver 
PAOK., 

Next, Vassili notched a 
hat-trick in Olympiakos’ 3-1 
win over Aris. The following 
week Giorgios Andreano- 
poulos matched his brother's 
feat by netting all three in the 
3-1 defeat of Apollon. 

It was getting mono- 
tonous, ‘the way those Ah- 
dreanopoulos brothers were 
scoring goals. 

Olympiakos won the 
championship so easily that 
the fans were beginning to 
lose interest, 

But the champions from 
Piraeus tasted defeat at the 
end of the season, on a visit 
to Turkey. 

They still tell the story of 
how blatantly the referee sup~ 
ported Fenerbahce in the first 
match and how an Army offi- 
cer shot his rifle into the air 
behind the Olympiakos goal, 
making Gramatikopoulos so 
nervous that he could not 
concentrate.

There was no organised soccer in Greece 
for two years during the war. 


After the war, soccer resumed with local /ea- 
gues, the winners of which played off for the Greek 
championships — as had been the case before the 
formation of the pre-war national league. 


In the first season, 1945-46, Aris of Salo- 
nika won the national title but the following 
year Olympiakos was back in the limelight, 
winning the championship and the Cup. 


Olympiakos added yet another championship in 


1947-48. 


It was about this_time that 
George Darivas joined 
Olympiakos. 

A skilful and imaginative 
forward, he scored hundreds 
of goals and represented 
Greece 17 times. 

He is now assistant 
coach of Olympiakos. 

When Vasos retired, Olym- 
piakos lost some of its bite 
and as a result, lost the 1949 
championship to Pan- 
athinaikos. However, the loss 
was only on goal average. 

Vasos, at the age of 36, 
made a brief comeback in the 
1949 Cup, but that trophy 
was won by AEK. 


Rangos dies 


In 1949-50, the local 
leagues started very late and 
so there was no time forthe 
national play-offs. As a result 
there was no national 
champion. 

Olympiakos did, however, 
win the. Piraeus league, 

A former Olympiakos play- 
er, Kristoforos Rangos, died 
in 1950, at the age of 40, as 
the result of playing soccer! 

He was coach of Zografos 
and when one of his players 
failed to turn up at the 
ground, Rangos had to play 
himself, 

Half an hour after the 
game he died of a heart at- 
tack. 

Pallbearers at his funeral 
were Vasos and Sim- 
who had played 
alongside Rangos on 
Olympiakos’ forward line.

The period 1951 to 1963 
was the most successful in 
the history of Olympiakos. 


During that time, the club 
won seven championships — 
including an unbroken run of 
titles from 1954 to 1959 in- 
clusive. 


It also won the Cup 10 
times during that period. 


In 1957, 1958 and 1959, 
Olympiakos won successive 
league-Cup doubles. 


For the whole decade, the 
Greek national team was 
based heavily on Olympiakos. 


The Greek national league 
as it is today, started in 1960. 


Although Olympiakos did 
not manage to win the league 
in the early years, it did reign 
supreme in the Cup. 


Its 1960 Cup triumph, the 
first after the formation of the 
national league, was achieved 
with a 3-0 victory of Doxa in 
the final, Sideris scored two 
goals and K. Papazoglou 
one. 


In 19634 Olympiakos and 
Panathinaikos drew after 
extra time in the Cup final. 
Both teams played very lazily 
during extra time, which ang- 
ered the spectators, who 
were sick of draws in finals. 


Driven to their breaking 
point, they swarmed onto 
the pitch, set fire to the 
goalposts and wrecked 
sections of the grand- 
stand. There was no Cup 
winner that year. 


Bobek joins 


Marton Bukovi, the Hun- 
garian who was one of the 
leading coaches in Europe at 
the time, joined Olympiakos 
that year and under his guid- 
ance the club won the 1966 
and 1967 championships. 

The coach left after clashes 
with the committee and as a 
result Olympiakos did not win 
the championships for the 
next five years. 

It did. however, win the 
1968 Cup, beating Pan- 
athinaikos in the final with a 
gosl by Vassiliou, a Cypriot. 

Former Yugoslav inter- 
national Stjepan Bobek was 
signed as coach in 1969-70, 
but It was not until 1973 that 
Olympiakos won 
championship. 

It repeated the success in 
1974 and in 1975. 

In. 1977 Panathinaikos 
won the league-Cup double, 
as did ARK in 1978. 

The fans are hoping that 
Olympiakos will recapture its 
winning ways this year.

No doubt he passed on valuable hints to Gelai who, as the club's 
first specially imported coach since the days of Frank Arok, isune- 
quivocally expected by the team’s finicky fans to “produce the 
goods” next yaar. 

The naw coach doesn’t consider it shameful that the ambitious St 
George finished wall out of the running for the PSL championship for 
two consecutive years. 

“Although | am new in Sydnay, | imagine that the PSL is a lot 
more demanding that the State League ever was, “ he said. 

“In addition, with clubs from all over the country, it Is fair to 
assume they all aimed for the championship from the outset, 
but only one could actually win it.” 

Quite apart from restoring some of its formar lustre to St George's 
image, Joe Gelei also has a personal point to prove on behalf of all 
the goalkeepers who ever aimed for coaching fame and glory — and 
failed. 

Gelei is acutely aware of the Immedicate reaction by many fans 
and “experts” whenever a former custodian lands a coaching Job: 
“Whoever heard of a goalie who made a good coach?” 

Aware, certainly, defensive avout it, not by a mile. 

“Perhaps it is true that none of the outstanding coaches 
are former goalies; | hope to prove the exception to this ru- 
le," he sald. 

“| have spent twenty years of my life as a full-time worker in 
soccer, first as a player and later as coach. 

“During that time | was in the fortunate position of still being able A 
to call myself a team mate of many legendary figures of Hungarian 
soccer at its very best, such as Hidegkuti and his colleagues. 

“Thus, more of the lustre of my country’s soccer prowess would 
have rubbed off on me than perhaps it would on today’s up-and- 
coming youngsters.” 

Gelel also expects credit to be accorded to him from his five years 
coaching “apprenticeship” with Hungarian First Division club Tats- 
banya — one of the country’s top provincial sides — where he was in 
charge of the youngsters in the squad. 

“Under my initial tutelage some of those youngsters have gone on 
to careers as interanational players,” he said, 

Gelei went on to his first independent assignment with second 
division Szoinok, where, during his to-year appointment, thay won

BOBEK STILL HOLDS | 








SCORING RECORDS 


The legendary Stjepan Bobek decided only at the last 
minute to accompany Vardar Skoplije to Australia. 
Bobek at first told a club committee meeting that he would 


not make the trip. 

He said he was very tired 
and that he wanted a rest. 

His doctor had advised him 
to spend some time. at a spa 
resort. 

However, it then 
became obvious that this 
was not to be just another 
tour. 

The excitement among 
players and officials was un- 
precedented, 

Not only were 23 players 
to make the trip, but also nine 
officials, including the club 
president and vice-presidents 
and the president of the Ma- 
cedonian Football Associ- 
‘ation. 

Bobek thus changed his 
decision and decided to make 
the tour after all. 

“Now I'm just as excited as 
the players,’ Bobek said in an 
exclusive interview for *’*Soc- 
cer Action.” 

“After all, Australia is one 
of the few countries | have 
not visited. lf | don't take my 
chance now, | might never 
get there.” 

Bobek and the Vardar party 
will leave Yugoslavia on No- 
vember 28 and return on De- 
cember 11 or 12. 

Bobek made his name as a 
player with Partizan, after the 
second world war. 

it was he who suggested 
Partizan should adopt the 


black and white colors it 
wears today. 

Bobek played No. 10 for 
Partizan. About the same 
time, Red Star Belgrade had a 
winger called Bane “’Jarac’’ 
Vukosavijevic who was re- 
nowned for his strength and 
persistence. 

He is now managing 
director of ‘‘Centroturist,” the 
company which Is organising 
Vardar’s tour. Its Australian 
representative is the Adriatic 
Tourist Bureau. 

Bobek acknowledges the 
part Vukosavijevic played in 
arranging Vardar’s tour. “'|’m 
sure his name helped to null 
many strings. I'm pleased to 
be associated with him again, 
as | hadn't seen him since he 
was scoring goals for Red 
Star.” 

Modest as ever, Bobek did 
not say that he too was scor- 
ing goals during that time. 
Lots of them! 

He hung up his boots in 
October 1958, but he still 
holds the goalscoring 
record for the Yugoslav 
national team. In 63 inter- 
national matches, he 
scored no less than 37 

- goals. 

And how many for Parti- 
zan, we asked him.

| played about 470 games.

In a league match between 
Partizan and “The 14th of Oc- 
tober” (now called Radnicki 
Ris), Bobek scored nine goals 
in Partizan’s 10-1 win. It still 
stands as the best individual 
goalscoring performance in 
the top league. 

Bobek played in two Olym- 
pic Games — 1948 in London 
and 1952 in Helsjnki. 

Yugoslavia lost 1-3 to 
Sweden in the 1948 final, 
with Bobek scoring his team’s 
only goal. 

In 1952, Yugoslavia lost 
0-2 to Hungary in the final 
but on the way, it had two 
memorable matches against 
the Soviet Union. The first 
was drawn 5-5, requiring a 
replay which Yugoslavia won 
3-1. 

Yugoslavia’s legendary 
team of that time was 
Beara; Stankovic, 
Crnkovic; Cajkovski, Hor~ 
vat, Boskov; Ognjanov, 
Mitic, Vukas, Bobek, 
Zebec. 

Although Bobek hung up 
his boots two decades ago, 
he did not say goodbye to 
football. 

For five years, he was 
coach of Partizan and later 
coached Panathinaikos 
and Olympiakos in Greece.
